The law also

or regulation of 
any 
municipality, 
board or other public authority. 
The local automobilists claim that 
they will operate their cars according 
to the state law and that the city ordi­ 
nance will not worry them. It Is held 
that the eight miles an hour provision 
will hold good only on Market street 
east and west; 
Fifth ttrect, 
from 
Market to Washington or 
possibly 
Broadway; the Diamond; Sixth street 
from the Diamond to Broadway. These 
streets are business districts and close­ 
ly built up.

state law this

which,

seems, makes the local measure inval­ 
id. 
The bill was passed at Columbus on 
April 23, and provides! that automo­ 
biles cannot be operated at a greater 
speed than eight miles an hour in the 
business and closely built up portions 
of any municipality in the Btate, and 
that they cannot be run more than 15 
miles an hour in other portions, nor 
more than 20 miles an hour outside 
of such municipalities. 
The law also 
says that the rates of speed shall not 
be diminished by any ordinance, rule 
or regulation of 
any 
municipality, 
board or other public authority. 
The local automobilists claim that 
they will operate their cars according 
to the state law and that the city ordi­ 
nance will not worry them. It is held 
that the eight miles an hour provision 
will hold good only on Market street 
east and west; 
Fifth street, 
from 
Market to Washington or 
possibly 
Broadway; the Diamond; Sixth street 
from the Diamond to Broadway. These 
streets are business districts and close­ 
ly built up. 
It has never been the wish of the 
chauffeur to go swiftly along those 
thoroughfares, but they do want to 
speed on Fifth and Fourth streets and 
they believe they will be backed by 
the state law In doing so.

London, May 5.—The opinion gains 
ground here that the Japanese have 
at last effectually blocked Port Ar­ 
thur. 
No official Japanese report on 
the subject has been received, but the 
Tokio correspondents are very posi­ 
tive regarding the m atter and describe 
Jhe determination with which the en­ 
terprise was undertaken. 
The Daily Telegraph’s correspond­ 
ent declares that the entrance to Port 
A rthur 
Is 
“absolutely sealed,” and 
adds that the Japanese fleet In effect­ 
ing its purpose steamed Into the en­ 
trance at full speed and that the naval 
officers who made the two previous 
attem pts begged permission to carry 
out the next attack by daylight, that 
being easier, and their request was 
granted. 
"So determined were they to suc­ 
ceed,” add! the correspondent, “that 
they decided if necessary to lose ha'*f 
th^ir men. The number of casualties 
sustained by the Japanese has not yet 
been announced.” 
In favor of the supposition of Jap­ 
anese success In blocking Port Ar- 
thur, It is pointed out that the previ­ 
ous attem pts had left the channel 30 
narrow that a couple of vessels sunk in 
the fairway would probably suffice to 
seal up the entrance, while there Is a 
noticeable evasion and half-hearted 
ness in the Russian denials of the 
enemy’s success. 
General Kashtallnsky Reports. 
S t Petersburg, May 5.—The 
em­ 
peror has received the following dis­ 
patch 
from 
General 
Kashtallnsky 
through General Kuropatkin: 
“I consider It my duty to report the 
circumstances of the grievous 
yet 
glorious battle fought by the troops 
under my command with the superior 
forces of the Japanese on May I. 
“Barly on the morning of April 30 
the Japanese began to oppress our 
left flank, having on the 
previous 
evening occupied the Khussan heights 
after an attack, in consequence of 
which I ordered the Twenty-second 
regiment, which had occupied Khus­ 
san, to retire across the Al river to 
our position at Potietinsky 
“On the morning of the same day 
a violent bombardment of our who e 
position 
at 
Kiu-Lien-Cheng 
com­ 
menced from Wiju. 
I foresaw that 
the Japanese, after the bombardment 
In which over 2,000 projectiles were 
discharged, would take the offensive. 
“I received orders from Lieutenant 
General Sassulitch to accept battle 
aud to retain my position a t the forts 
of Potletinaky. 
“My left flank was defended bytwy 
battalions of the Thirty-second regi­ 
ment and the third battery of the 
sixth brigade. 
Japs Take the Offensive. 
“The Japanese took the offensive at 
5 o'clock in the morning, dispatching 
at least one division of Infantry 
which, advancing in column! sustained 
enormous losses, but crossed the fori 
and attacked our position, which was 
exposed to the Are of 36 field guns 
and siege batteries. The Japanese ad 
vanced and occupied the position. 
“Towards noon I ascertained that 
the Japanese had routed the batta! 
ion of the Twenty-second regiment 
posted at Gliin-Gow and were turning 
my left flank. 
At I o’clock my left 
flank was reinforced by two batta! 
ions of the Eleventh regiment and a 
battery 
commanded 
by 
Lieutenant 
Colonel Moravasky, which were sent 
from the reserve by General Sassul 
Itch with orders to hold their ground 
until the departure of the Ninth and 
Tenth regiments from Sakhodza.

“The Eleventh regiment held its 
ground for two hours more with heavy 
losses, forced a passage at the point 
cf the bayonet and crossed the ravines 
with its colors.

boy under age. 
This practice Is gen­ 
eral, anil It Is practiced in Chester per 
haps more generally than in any other 
community 
hereabouts. 
It is rarely 
the ease that parents perm it their chil­ 
dren to buy tobacco, and lf some one 
outside the fam ily furnishes It to them 
the dealers should he protected to tho 
extent of having the guilty party fined 
or Imprisoned. T his is the view taken 
by local dealers, and they will proba 
My lay their claim s before the town 
council.
